Philippines Tariff and Protest Against 


British Sentence—Oklahoma as 


a New State. 
*• 


Washington, Jan. 22. — T*or nearly 


three hours the senate had under con- 
sideration of the Philippine tariff. The 
measure was made the unfinished bus- 
iness and probably will hold that posi 
tion of preference until it 'shall have 
been voted on finally. The debate was 
opened by Mr. Lodge (Mass.). chair- 
man ol the committee on Philippines. 
He sketched, in a free-hand way. the 
reasons which had actuated the ma- 
jority in presenting the measure, avd 
urged strongly its enactment into lay 
at an early date. He explained with 
Some minuteness the necessity for the 
legislation embodied in the bill, and 
concluded with an appeal to the sen- 
ate and to congress ta deal with ques- 
tions relating to the Philippines as 
they might rise, and to keep clear of 
vague words and vaguer promises, 
which are likely to be misintcrpretpd. 
and to raise false hopes in the minds 
of the Filipinos 


Mr. Rawlins (Utah) delivered a vig- 


orous speech in support of the minor- 
ity substitute, in which independence 
was promised to the Filipinos as soon 
as a, stable government could be es- 
tablished in the Philippines. His dis- 
cussion of the general Philippine ques- 
tion covered much of the ground that 
has been gone over during the past 
two years. Throughout he was ac- 
corded careful attention.

TAXATION MEASURES 


Dropped Into the Hopper of Ohio House *pd Senate—House 


1 and Senate Standing Committees—Important Bills 


Introduced in the State Legislature. 


'Colunibus, Jau. 22.—.Members of the 


lower branch of the Ohio legislature 
introduced nearly 100 bills, among 
these heing measures fathered by the 
state administration and the dalega- 
tion from Cuyahoga county. The most 
most Important bill among the latter's 
batch was 
offered 
by ReprcsentS.- 


tive Stage of Cuyahoga county. 
It 


seeks to amend the present laws rcg- 
ulatlng.taxation so as to conform with 
the taxation plank of the Democratic 
platform. All corporations will be 
obliged under its provisions to file an- 
nually a complete report of all prop- 
erty, real and personal, notes, bonds, 
securities, etc., owned an-l controlled, 
together -with the value in money of 
each. The same bill creates a state 
revision board, consisting of the treas- 
urer ol state, the attprney general and 
the conimisisoner of railroads and tel- 
egraphs, who are to meet on the first 
Monday in April and adjourn from 
time to time until the work of exam- 
ining al! these reports will have been 
completed. Another Cuyahoga county 
bill,: changing the statutes to this 
rplank, is by Representative Meisel. re- 
quiring special reports from steam and 
electric railroads, except that these re- 
ports are to he more complete in de- 
tail. This report will be filed on or 
"before Sept. 1 of each year. 


Olher bills introduced by the Cleve- 


land members were one to make a 2 
cent railway fare bill except for dis- 
tances of eight miles or less, and on- 
other providing that all applications 
for street railway franchises must be 
submitted to popular vote. Represen- 
tative McNamee of Franklin intro- 
duced a bill to provide that street rail- 
way employes can not be employed 
more than 10 hours in any one day. 
State administration bills were intro- 
duced by Representatives "Willis of 


and Cole of Hancock. Mr. 


iole's bill proposes to amend the ex- 
cise law and the bill by Mr." Willis 
seeks to require regular reports of 
corporations, and that a fee be charged 
for the filing of these, thus avoiding 
the constitutional provision that cor- 
porations can not be taxed. All these 
bills will be referred to the taxation 
committee. 


Among the other bills- presented 


were the following: To exempt par- 
sonage property from taxation: to au- 
thorize agricultural societies to pur- 
chase land for the purpose of erecting 
engine houses' for the protection of 
the buildings against fire; to require 
engineers and firemen operating en- 
gines or "boilers of more than 15 hors-s- 
power-to secure state license; to pro- 
vide foir -school examiners in small" 
cities; providing that assessors shall 
enumerate each year all the deaf and 
dumb, bHnd. insane or physically de- 
formed residents in all families or in- 
firmaries; making the cutting and sale 
of ice to be done under the supervis- 
ion of the boards of health; making 
a penalty for the introduction of 
"Christian science"' in diseases of chil- 
dren; making Jan. 29, McKinley's 
birthday, a legal holiday in Ohio; 
making it a capital offense to assault 
a high state official and defining and 
restricting anarchy.

"The insurrection is confined to tvo 


localities—the province of Batangas 
and the island of Samar. I have just 
received a most encouraging cable 
from General Wright, who is the act- 
ing governor in my absence. It said 
that, owing to General Bell's strong 
repressive measures, the trouble in 
Batangas was being quieted. 


'•I wish to impress upon everybody 


that civil government is a success. 
There is a strong peace party ID the 
islands, and it is composed of tho most 
influential men among the Filipinos.
